NOTES ON GROWING ALFALFA. 


In some portions of the southern 
states, and even in Texas and the 
southwest, there are some thin 
soils upon which alfalfa, vetch and 
such legumes do not grow without 
nursing. 
Some 
valuable 
facts 
bearing upon the treatment of such 
lands have beni put out by the Al­ 
abama station. 
I be soils around 
Auburn are a light sand resting on 
a heavv red clay subsoil. 
I hest) 
lands are thin and all crops grown 
mu-t be fertilized freely. 
Had the 
people of that section given one- 
half the care to preserving the fer­ 
tility of their lands Jo years ago 
that they must now give to up­ 
building them with legumes and 
fertilizers, the farmers would now 
be much more prosperous. 
There 
are counties in the southwest to 
which the same statement will ap­ 
ply with equal force. 
There are many counties and 
thousands of farms in Louisiana, 
Texas, Arkansas and Oklahoma, 
that are guilty of the malpractice 
(almost crim inal), of robbing our 
soils of their fertility. 
Grow more 
alfalfa, vetch, burr clover, white 
clover, melilotus, peanuts and cow­ 
peas on these rapidly wasting soils. 
Plant all but the two last now. 
Here is the Alabama plan for 
growing and it is especially suited 
to Louisiana, Arkansas and Last 
Texas lands. 
Try 
vetch 
upon 
your orchard lands: sow it with 
burr clover on your Bermuda sod

Lie manure, especially that made 
from feeding cotton seed meal and 
hulls to cattle, is the best fertiliz­ 
er, and manure is almost indis­ 
pensable if thorough 
natural or 
artificial inoculation does not oc­ 
cur. 
If 
commercial 
fertilizers 
must be used, a mfxture of cotton 
seed meal and phosphate will be 


helpful. 
“On suitable soil, not too weedy, 
alfalfa endures without re-seeding 
for a number of years. 
It can 
be 
cut 
at 
least 
three 
times 
per year, making a large yield ot 
hay, except during the first year. 
“ Alfalfa is best sown from Sep­ 
tember 15th to October 15th, but 
on good, clean land it can also be 
sown in March. 
“ Crimson clover is sown at the 
rate of 20 pounds per acre, Septem­ 
ber loth to October t5th. 
It may 
be sown between the standing cot­ 
ton stalks, covering slightly with 
one-horse harrow or cultivator. 
If 
the land is clear of trash, not hard 
and 
has been cultivated up to 
mid-summer, no 
preparation is 
needed. 
Other lands, which re­ 
quire breaking, should be thor­ 
oughly compacted with hanow and 
and drag or roller before the seed 
is sown. 
“ Failures with crimson clover 
are frequent, due most frequently 
to want of inoculation; soil too 
loose; late sowing; very poor land, 
and acid soil.

Tbc-e is now living in New Bedford 
an old whalesblp captain w ho. saved 
the late John Boyle O’Reilly, Irish poet 
and patriot, from death in the Indian 
ocea'Yi. 
Captain Henry H athaw ay in 1800 
w as aboard a w haler in the Indian 
ocean. At that time he w as third mate 
on the bark (Naselle. 
As the Gazelle 
neared the west coast of Africa the 
lookout sighted a rowboat flying a dis­ 
tress signal, and a t once everything 
necessary was being done to reach tho 
unfortunate craft, which w as found to 
contain an e sc a p e convict from one of 
the nearby Australian colonies. 
When it cam© alongside the vessel, 
Mr. H athaw ay reached out his hands 
and helped on t>.»ard the fugitive, who 
proved to be John Boyle O’Ut illy, who 
later became Boston's adopted son and 
on*' of her most beloved and respected 


tinned in this commission for four 
years. 
A fter his return from Greenland Cap­ 
tain H athaw ay w as appointed chief of 
the pollee of New Bedford and while 
serving Ids native city in this capacity 
was again afforded an opportunity of 
being of service to O’Reilly. 
At this time tin* <Man mi-Onel were 
planning for the release of the Irish po­ 
litical prisoners who had been O’Rell- 
I.v'b companions in the prison from 
which he escaped. 
Although O’Reilly 
w as not a member of th© elan, he was 
intrusted with their seerot and not 
only entered heartily into their scheme 
himself, but solicited th© counsel and 
aid of Captain H athaw ay, and .lames 
Jeffrey Roche says in his account of 
their gigantic undertaking th at “he 
found th at his loyalty and courage had

whale and encountered w hat is termed 
a “bad” whale, the one he doubtless re­ 
fers to In his poem, “The Amber 
W hale.” 
A fter being struck the whale turned 
On his pursuers and with a blow of his 
flukes shattered the boat into atoms 
w ith the exception of a small piece of 
the stern, and to this H athaw ay clung 
| and immediately looked for O’Reilly, 
whom he knew had been stunned. 
At 
first he w as nowhere to be seen, but a 
moment later his white face appeared 
on the opposite side of tile wreck to 
which H athaw ay w as clinging. Quick­ 
ly seizing him by the hair. H athaw ay 
pulled him on to the only support left 
for either of them and there held him 
for four hours. 
W hen relief reached them, O’Reilly 
soon recovered consciousness, but H ath­ 
aw ay fell senseless and lay for many 
hours apparently dead. 
Two months later the Gazelle put in­ 
to the harbor of Roderique, a British 
Island in tho Indiun ocelli, to get a 
supply of fresh water. 
Telegrams an­ 
nouncing the escape and description of 
O’Reilly had preceded her, and ju st be­ 
fore sunset on the day of his arrival a 
boat came alongside with the gov­ 
ernor of the island and a guard of po­ 
lice on board. 
H athaw ay w as on the 
ship’s deck at the time, and beside bim 
stood O’Reilly. 
It w as a moment iii both their lives 
never to be forgotten, for between them 
had sprung up a friendship which In 
later years ripened into a love “passing 
the love of woman.” 
Before O’Reilly 
loomed up the tortures which he so 
well knew aw aited the deserter from 
an English prison, and to the sensitive, 
chivalrous nature of H athaw ay his ap­ 
parent helplessness to save the man for 
whom he had recently risked his Life 
i w as well nigh unbearable, but his 
adroitness and tact came to their assist­ 
ance, and the officers departed w ithout 
j recognizing the object of their search. 
, 
Fearing for their return, H athaw ay 
concealed O’Reilly In an unused locker 
which had for a cover one of the cabin 
stairs, and there he rem ained until the 
vessel w as again out at sea. 
By this time O’Reilly’s identity had 
become known to the sailors on the 
Gazelle, and Captain Gifford, to whom 
O'Reilly dedicated his first book of 
poems, decided th at the only safety re­ 
maining for his passenger w as to tran s­ 
fer him to another vessel before the 
next port w as reached. 
This he suc­ 
ceeded in doing, aud in a few months 
O’Reilly lauded safely In Philadelphia,

I nfter this eventful one was to Green- 
land, and in November. 1870. the vessel 
on which he sailed w as lost in the ice 
in Cumberland inlet, and the crew were 
obliged to rem ain with the natives until 
the following September, when they 
were rescued by Captain Spicer of the 
steam er Tigress, from New London.

This last experience discouraged him 
from again going to sea until 1S78, 
when be accepted the command of the 
Veronica, a sailing vessel plying be­ 
tween Ne vs Bedford and the Azores, 
M adeira and Canary islands, and con-

most deadly species known. 
Recently 
Curator D itm ars had an experience 
th at tried h.> nerve w ith two cobras, 
and Keeper Snyder had a narrow es­ 
cape from death at the fangs of a fer- 
de-lanee. 
Mr. D itm ars w ent to the cobra cage 
nnd opened the door, when tw o of the 
snakes dashed for it. 
Before he could 
shut tho door they were out on the 
floor In the narrow corridor and jienned 
him in. He called for help, and Keeper 
Snyder came to his assistance. 
Standing half way down the cor­ 
ridor, white as a sheet, but cool as a cu­ 
cumber, was Mr. Ditm ars. 
On either 
side of him, successfully barring the 
ways of escape, stood one of the new 
hooded cobras from India, their heads 
a yard above the floor, swaying angrily 
back and forth, w atching Mr. D itm ars 
as a cat w atch­ 
es a mouse. 
S n y d e r ap­ 
proached 
care­ 
fully and delib­ 
erately. With a 
pole he gently 
pulled the near­ 
est snake down 
upon the floor 
and pushed him 
away. 
Ditmars 
quietly and de­ 
liberately walk­ 
ed away. 
The 
s n a k e s were 
then caught by 
throwing b a g s 
over them. 
T h e greatest 
snake attraction 
a t the zoo has 
been the deadly 
fer -de-lance, re­ 
cently received 
f r o m 
M arti­ 
nique. Its bite is 
certain d e a th. 
He is seven feet 
long and strikes 
alm ost the full 
length o f h i s 
body. When the attendants had all left 
the reptile house the afternoon after its 
arrival. 
Keeper Snyder remembered 
th at the fer-de-lance had not been fed. 
Mr. Snyder got a dead sparrow from 
the commissary departm ent uud, put­ 
ting it on a pair of tongs, opened the 
door of the cage very carefully. The 
snake w as coiled in a corner, but lifted 
bis head slowly and angrily as the 
keeper pushed the tongs ahead of him 
into the cage, when w ithout w arning of 
any kind the reptile struck ut Mr. Sny­ 
der’s arm. The cage was a little dark, 
aud he began to draw back when the 
snake struck. 
This saved him, for in­ 
stead of fixing his sharp teeth In the 
forearm of the man, as the reptile had 
intended, his jaw overshot the arm. 
Mr. Snyder felt the underside of the 
jaw graze the bare flesh of his arm, 
and he drew back and slammed the 
door. The fer-de-lauce did not get his 
supper th at night.

He, however, 
was unable to apprehend the m urder­ 
ers. Assisted by a fellow German who 
had ju st come to visit him from a 
neighboring settlement, Wolff buried 
the bodies of his wife and child near 
lits house.
